. the ſaid Abbot, Abel Hemmr fly, Thomas Saviowry, did Rob a Waggon 
on the day.beforementioned, and carried away ſeveral parcels of Silk, 
tothe vallue of 100 pounds, for which they were Convifted, they not 
being able to offer any thing material for their Defence', only Abbot 
refuſed to plead,produceing the Kings pardon for all-offences and there- 

''fore prayedthe Judg would not take away his Life fince the King had 
ſaved him, but the Judg told him, the King knew not of this Crime, 
therefore if he would not plead, he ſhould be prels'd to death, where- 
upon the Statute being ext he then pleaded not Guilty.

ouſe of one William Tanner, in theday time, and ſtealing thence ſeve- 
ral parcels of Woollen-cloth, which they diſpoſed of, and afterwards 
wereapprehended, and it being now proved againſt them, they were 
both found Guilty of the Fellony.
